WITHDRAW DOWER 


ACT AMENDMENTS 


Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney-general, 
announced to a deputation of women 
that the amendments to the Dower- 
Act, to which objection has been tak 
en, would be withdrawn and the Bill 
introduced amending the Land Titles 
Act so that mortgage companies, in¬ 
vestors, and men will be protected 
against fraud by the insurance fund 
provided in that Act for indemnity 
$(?• all title frauds. The only amend- 
A#nts to the Dower Act will be a 
change in the phraseology of the 
form of affidavit provided, whjgh will 
make it easier to prosecute husbands 
attempting fraud by false affidavit, on 
a criminal charge, and a possible 
amendment to clause 4, which may 
incorporate the provisions of a re¬ 
cent decision handed down by Judge 
Scott which validates the claims of 
investors in homestead property sub¬ 
ject, however, to the dower in all 
cases.

WARNING AGAINST 


POOR SEED 


Some farmers in districts with seed 
oat shortage may be inclined to pur¬ 
chase ordinary commercial grades lor 
their seed supply without having first 
representative samples tested fen pur¬ 
ity and germination. Many appar¬ 
ently good-looking samples of oats 
are very low in germination this seas¬ 
on. The use of oats for seed, that is 
foul with wild oats and other noxious 
weed seeds, is a very serfus matter 
on new and clean lands. The use of 
feed grades containing oats that are 
frozen of otherwise unsound should 
also be guarded against to prevent 
crop failure through poor germination 
Farmers requiring seed grain may 
sefeguard themselves by sending a 
three or four-ounce sample for purity 
and germination tests to a Dominicn 
seed laboratory. Manitoba and Sas¬ 
katchewan samples are tested at Win¬ 
nipeg; Alberta and British Columbia 
samples at Calgary. Samples fequire 
postage, but will be tested free oj 
charge up to twenty-five in number 
for one., person or firm.

Word as to how Captain Stanley 
D. Skene met his death has just been 
received by friends in town 

At the time he was in charge of 
a reconnoitering party, and was mak¬ 
ing his way along the tow-path of 
the canal at Biache St. Vqast. It 
was a very dark night, and the 
party came suddenly upon an enemy 
machine gun post, which opened fire 
immediately. Of those hit Captain 
Skene was one, and he died immedi¬ 
ately. He was buried close to the 
machine gun post the day following. 

CaptaP 4 Skene is spoken of as hav¬ 
ing shown the greatest gallantry and 
devotion to duty at all times, and he 
was awarded the Military Cross for 
his excellent work-iat the Canal du 
Nord on September 27th. Shortly 
before he was killed he was promoted 
to m Captaincy.

Let us have government 
ownership rather than private enter¬ 
prise in such a work as that of the 
Red Cross Society.

TEACHING THRIFT 
AT HOME

The present mi|d winter has illus¬ 
trated the necessity of providing 
some means of sport for the boys and 
girls of the district during the win¬ 
ter months. This year there has 
been no skating to speak of. The 
reason for this is that on the open 
rink is was impossible to have ice 
for skating. 

It should therefore be part of the 
programme of the council during the 
coming months to consider the advis¬ 
ability of a covered rink for next 
year. The proposition was brought 


In the teaching of thrift it is im¬ 
possible to overestimate the import¬ 
ance of the home. In the producing 
of permanent results along' this line 
the home can do more than any other 
agency. This is because the wife and 
mother not only regulates the expen¬

Much may be done through advice, 
but possibly the bpst way to ti;ain the 
Canadian child in thrift is through the 
introduction of the War Savings Plan 
into the home. Four dollars buys a 
War Savings Stamp and 26 cents 
buys a Thrift Stamp. Sixteen of the 
latter are exchanged for a War Sav¬ 
ings Stamp, on which the Government 
pays 4'/i per cent compounded half- 
yearly. W.S.S. should find a place in 
every home.

"" Are we educating our aliens? The 
Winnipeg Grand Jury makes the as¬ 
sertion that eighty per cent of the 
crime coming up at the present as¬ 
size was committed by people of for¬ 
eign birth, 'and that the great ma¬ 
jority of boys and girls coming before 
the Court as witnesses can neither 
read or write. The recommendation 
is that there should be a more forci¬ 
ble method- compelling these children 
to attend school. 

Not only Manitoba, but the whole 
of Canada is obsessed with the duties 
and difficulties qf education, and pos¬ 
sibly no other country faces so grave 
a difficulty in this matter. A large 
country w*ith a population scattered 
the foreigners living for the most 
part in settlements peculiarly their 
own with an almost natural inclina¬ 
tion to cling to the traditions and 
tongue of the land of their birth, 
how is it possible of solution, for 
solved it must be if Canada is to be¬ 
come the national entity we all be¬ 
lieve she will be in the future ? 

We' talk about raising the stand*- 
ard of education and providing bet¬ 
ter educational facilities and equip¬ 
ment, but we have eo far zunittfd to 
consider the possibilities of one thing 
neeful, elevating the status of the 
teaching profession until it loses its 
present .day parsimony and becomes 
a well paid and a recognised profes¬ 
sion. Underpaid teachers, poor rur¬ 
al school houses and questionable liv¬ 
ing comforts for the teachers go more 
than half the way toward keeping 
education back, for the reason that 
a great many gifted persons who 
might otherwise become teachers are 
not going to take a chance, and so 
their ambition directs them to other 
spheres. Elevate the teaching pro¬ 
fession to a status in keeping with its 
ideals, give it the wherewithal to sup¬ 
port its common dignity, and the 
education of the country will improve. 
But keep it where it is to-day, un- 


down by the public utilities commis¬ 
sions as unnecessary expenditure dur¬ 
ing war time. But now that the war 
is over there could be no harm in 
referring back and taking the mat¬ 
ter up again. Sport for the boys 
and girls, to say nothing of the 
elders who do not curl, is a neces¬ 
sity during the winter.

Although the war is over the ac¬ 
tivities of the Red Cross Society are 
still carried on by reason of the num¬ 
bers of soldiers whp still require med¬ 
ical attention. The statement is 
made that the work of the Socifty 
will continue until the last man is 
discharged from hospital. 

Looking ahead to the day when 
that last man. shall again walk the 
earth as sound inlimb as science and 
surgery can guarantee, people are 
asking the question of what shall be¬ 
come of the organization after that. 
It is pointed out that as the Society 
has done much to ameliorate suffer¬ 
ing in TtfJle of accident, such as the 
Halifax disaster and mne explosons, 
it -ought to be kept on some active 
footing where it can be of equal ser¬ 
vice in case of more or less general 
suffering. 

While many people will agree with 
that view, it should first of all be the 
duty of those in authority to look in¬ 
to the present status of the Society 
and do what is necessary in trans¬ 
ferring it, financially, from private 
to government support. The war has 
shown the dire necessity of this. 

Although its support and objects 
were worthy the Society was thrown 
on the resources of its own for 
raising money that were far beneath

The report shows the total a^set

“As most of the' shareholders know, 
the year J918 was exceptionally dry 
and most of the crops in the distriv.

“Work of breaking or. the Camero’

sown to flax,.which the directors re¬ 
gret to report owing to the dry reas¬ 
on, had not matured and only about 
4,000 bushels of flax was obtained.

owing to the audden ending of the 
war, considerable surpluses of some 
classes of foods. - 

In reply to.an inquiry as to the pos¬ 
sibility of disposing of tjie Canadian 
bean crop in Fluiopc, it was stated 
that .‘he supply in Great Britain was 
enough for thfee years. The demand, 
for tonnage to move the Allied cereal 
crops is so great that the royal Wheat
